CHARGES AGAINST COTTONSEED MEN 


To Be Brought Before the Federal 
Court at Memphis. 


Memphis, Tenn., October .28.—The federal 
court will go on Monday, being asked by 
Tate Bros., of Memphis, to enter upon an 
investigation of charges that have been 
made against the cotton seed oll owners of 
the south to the effect that they have near- 
ly all entered into a gigantic. conspiracy 
to control the market for cotton seed, and 
that this combine extends all over thé 
southern cotton states. The spécific alle- 
gations that are made in the public prints 
here refer only to the Memphis mills, and 
there are eight, and these are the largest in 
the world and the same owners. control 
mills in Louisiana, Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Alabama apd Georgia, and the Carolinas. 

Two years ago cotton seed was Worth $25 
per ton; last year $18, while now the market 
price is only $9 per ton. The mills, which 
are alleged to be in the combine, further 
decline to purchase at any price except 
from the producer. The seed sold at the 
Memphis market alone this year is worth 
in the neighborhood of $2,000,000.

fH CHANCELLOR WANTED A PLEDGE 


That thej Anti-Socialist Measures 
Would Be Supported, 


BUT THE EMPEROR COULD NOT PROMISE 


And Caprivi Sent in His Resignation—The 
Probable Policy of the New Chancel- 
.lor—Foreign News and Gossip. 


Berlin, October 28.—The columns of all 
newspapers teem with surmises as to the 
final cause of Count von Caprivi’s fall. 
The most ‘trustworthy explanation now at 
hand was published yesterday by The Ham- 


mann, of the foreign office. It is this: . 

On Friday Count von Caprivi had an au- 
dience with the emperor to discuss the min- 
isterial situation, and the outlines of the 
proposed anti-socialist measures. He re- 
ferred to the opposition which he had n- 
countered in the conference of federal en- 
voys and asked the emperor to give a bind- 
ing pledge that the whole government 


the chancellory. The emperor said he 


every detail of the chancellor's proposals. 
The situation was so complicated that it 
was impossible to mark out an unalterable 
line of conduct. However, he himself con- 
tinued to hope that the chancellor would 
have the desired support and would remain 
at his post. Caprivi stood firm. The em- 
peror declined to promise. 

Some temper was displayed on both sides, 
though there was no quarrel. Eventually 
Caprivi stated the alternative between the 
promise and his immediate resignation, and 
the emperor accepted the resignation. 

The Neusete Nachirichten, which was 


against the “new course’ and the chancel- 
lor, persists that Caprivi called the south 
German envoy to the conference and strove 
to win their endorsement: without having 
first consulted the emperor, and that this 
independence precipitated his fall. 

The falsehood is obvious. The Nachrich- 
ten is regarded as seeking merely to attrib- 
ute Caprivi’s fall to the misstep which 
ended Bismarck’s career. There was no repe- 
tition of the Windthrost incident which, in 
1880, the emperor interpreted as an 
effort to intrigue behind his back. It is 
certain that the emperor and Caprivi 
parted en friendly terms. They were seen 
on Friday evening in the same carriage re- 
turning from the Russian embassy where 
they had inquired after the czar’s health. 

In the chancellory, the officials cling to 
the hope that Caprivi’s retirement is not 
final, although when he bade goodby to 
the chiets of .departments yesterday he 
did not allude to any prospect of returning 
to office. He seemed cheerful, even reliey- 
ed, and aside from some bitterness, was 
undoubtedly glad to relinquish his uncon- 
genial task. 

Changes in the Cabinet. 

The changes incident to Caprivi’s de- 
parture are expected to include the re- 
signation of Freiherr Marschall’ von Bieber- 
stein, the foreign secretary, whom the con- 
wervatives accuse of intriguing against 
Miquel, Eulenburg and everybody else ex- 
cept his personal friends. One report which 
holds fast among fhe conservatives is 
that he will be succeeded by Count Philip 
Zu Eulenburg, the poet, story teller and 
German ambassador in Vienna. The em- 
peror is credited, howéVer, with an aver- 
sion to all changes that. can be avoided, 
as he wishes to emphasize the principle 
that he is the supreme force in the gov- 
ernment and the all-sufficient statesman. 
This he expects to accomplish by acting 
as if all dismissals resulted from party op- 
position to the personality of this or that 
adviser of the crown. If Freiherr Mar- 
schall von Bieberstein should go, it would 
be due to antagonism felt toward him by 
Miquel, the Eulenburg clan and the agra- 
rians, whom he handled so roughly in the 
debates on the Russian reciprocity treaty. 

Comment of the Press. 


Eugene Richster’s’ Freisinnige Zeitung 
contained a noteworthy jeader last evening 
on the reunion of the Prussian and im- 
perial premiership and the probable policy 
of Caprivi’s successor.” 

“There is no reason to expect any radical 
change for the better,’’ says Richter, ‘‘for 
under Prince Bismarck the union of the 
offices gave rise to much difficulty. The 
gravest complaints arose from the stagna- 
tion of Prussian iegisiation. Improvement 
is possible only through the creation of in- 
dependent ministers, who can relieve the 
chancellor of his universal responsibility. 
Caprivi’s departure has certainly cleared 
a great obstacle from the way of agrarian 
aspirations, but the danger of a tariff war 
with Americe ovér tne sugar tax has come 
much nedrer. As to the parliamentary 
programme, the removal of Caprivi has 
bettered in no respect the prospect of the 
new tax bills. The radicals cannot hail the 
advent of Prince Hohenlohe, doubting, as 
they do, his tact and ability. to direct 
the reichstag. In the reichstags of 1871 and 
1873 he was merely an ornament,” 

The Hamburger Nachrichten, which 
speaks for Bismarck, has a moderate arti- 
cle without a trace of triumph over Caprivl. 
“It is a mistake to suppose that his fall 
was due to his attitude to the repressive 
laws,” says the writer. “His fall was ow- 
ing solely to his incapacity to deal with 
the entire situation. Solid administrative 
action with only radicals, Poles and social- 
ists behind him had become impossible.’’ 

The old tory Kreuz Zeitung rejoices in the 
crisis. *“We desire to recall,’’ it says, “how 
much the semil-ofiicial ‘press sought to 
identify the emperor’s policy with Caprivi’s. 
The dismissal of Caprivi shows the emperor 
was convinced that the chancellor’s regime 
caused discontent in the most influential 
circles and distrust among the most loyal 
classes of the population. Whatever 
changes may now impend, the conserva- 
tives will not alter their programme, but 
will carry it forward in the battle for re- 
ligion, society, morality and order.” 

The Madgeburger Zeitung says: “One 
thing is certain—the time for passive walt- 
ing is over. -During the last few years the 
people have often felt the need of a firm 
hand to guide the. government, when, at 
important junctures, the growing quarreis 
could be silenced only by a stern command 
from above, and then, perhaps, but for the 
moment. The days of aimlessness and un- 
certainty ought now to be gone, All Ger- 
mans who love law and order stand be- 
hind the emperor awaiting his command.”

He Will Be Able te Take Part in the 
Marriage Ceremony. 

London, October 28.—The Daily News cor- 
respondent, in St. Petersburg, says ‘The 
czar’s bettering is a surprise to every one. 
Dr. Zacharin remarked on Friday to a 
friend that medical science was unable to 
explain this turn in the case. ‘Such a 
rally,’ he said, ‘contradicts all presumptions 
and impossible things seem now possible.’ 

‘“‘The czar will be able to take part in the 
marriage ceremony to the extent of blessing 
the couple. The climate of Livadia is charm- 
ing. The window of the sickroom is kept 
open, the mercury standing at 78 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

Joseph Galletse, back broken; Mike 
Loshitz, head and face cut and left arm 
broken; Kasha Catareski, aged nineteen, 
one leg broken and other crushed, necessi- 
tating amputation; Michael Uritz, abdo- 
men torn; Blash Krell, both arms broken; 
Fahr Kotsch, shoulder broken and injured 
internally; Anthony Sechleck, back and 
breast crushed; Uritz Misko, legs crushed. 

The fiends who planned the explosion did 
their work well, despite the fact that part 
of the plan failed. They placed about twen- 
ty-four sticks of dynamite under the build- 
ing, each being about nine inches long 
and weighing about half a pound. A wire 
connected the sticks with a battery situated 
about fifty yards away. When the signal 
was given only about half a dozen of the 
sticks exploded. They were sufficient, how- 
ever, to completely wreck the building, not 
a beam or plank of which was left standing. 
Several of the inmates who occupied beds 
in the upper floor were hurled fifty feet 
in the air. Some of them escaped fatal in- 
juries by alighting in the trees near by. 
Half dazed by fear and sleep, they managed 
to hold on to the limbs until they recovered 
their senses and were able to reach the 
ground. 

A track walker, who arrived on the scene 
shortly after the explosion, says it resem- 
bled a battlefield. The cries of the injured 
were heartrending. Some of them were in 
the trees; others were lying on the ground 
and under the debris of the wrecked build- 
ing. One of the boarders who escaped in- 
jury made his way to a neighboring shanty 
and woke the inmates. Blankets and bed- 
ding were carried to the scene and the in- 
mates made as comfortable as possible. 

At daylight the officials of the Lehigh Val- 
ley road were notified and a special train, 


to the scene. The doctors dressed the 
wounds of the injured who were then 
brought to the hospital in this city. 

The boarding boss says he is at a loss to 
know what prompted the deed. <As far as 
he knows he has no enemies in the world. 
Some of the boarders think the motive was 
robbery, as several of them were known to 
have considerable money in their posses- 
sion. If this was the object of the flends it 
was plain why they placed so much of the 
explosives under the building. They want- 
ed to kill every person in the place in order 
to get the plunder and then escape detec- 
tion. 

Up to T o’clock tonight no arrests had 
been made. One of the wounded men says 
immediately. after the explosion he saw 
four strange men running down the road- 
way leading to the village of Miners’ Millis. 
They carried lanterns. While he lay on the 
ground another stranger approached him 
and rifled his pockets. He also cut the belt 
which encircled his waist and carried it 
away. 

Another of the’injured gives it as his 
opinion that the men seen on the ground 
after the explosion were tramps. The dy- 
nomiters used Pittsburg dynamite, which 
fact may lead to their discovery, as dyna- 
mite of that character is used by the rail- 
road contractors, whose toolhouse is near 
the scene. The house had been broken 
open and a new battery taken out. An old 
battery was found nearby. The supposition 
is that the latter would not work and a new 
one was necessary.

EXCITEMENT AT A FUNERAL. 


Henry Fonda’s Attempt te Kiduap His

’ Chattanooga, Tenn., October 2.—(Special.)

A STATE OF TERROR 


Reigus at Portiand, Mich.—Fiv<é 
Strangers Cause the Trouble. 

Portland, Mich., October 2.—From mid- 
nigh until nearly daybreak yesterday morn- 
ing this town wis in a state of terror. Re- 
volver shots rang out frequently, the mar- 
shal was twice fired at from ambush and 
half the town turned*-out. The _ trouble 
started Friday evening, when Melvin Mc- 
Roberts found two strangers on his premises 
and drove them away.

SINCLAIR’S WIDOWS. 


He Claimed to Be Divorced from Hig 
First Wife. 

Baltimore, Md., October 2.—It caused 
something of a start in Baltimore’s highest 
business and social circles yesterday when 
the news came that a legal action had 
been begun in Brooklyn, N. Y., which recog- 
nized two women as claiming to be widows 
of the late Sin lair, of Catonsville. 

The Sinclairs have been moving in the 
Richest society in Bakimore, and the 
statement that another woman besides 
Mrs. Phoebe Sinclair, of Catonsville, claimed 
to be Mr. Sinclair's widow caused much 
wonder. 

Mr. Sinclair came to Baltimore from 
Brooklyn in 1871. He had been in the hemp 
and wooden ware business in New York.

About fifteen years 
ago, it is said, Mr. Sinclair was divorced 
from his first wife and a few years later 
married Mrs. Phoebe 8. Taylor, the 
daughter of Colonel Coleman, the owner 
of the Carroliton hotel, of this city. While 
separated from his first wife, but before 
applying for a divorce, Mr. Sinclair pur- 
chased a property in Florida and gave it 
to her. It is stated that the first Mrs.

Sinclair died last July, leaving an estate 
valued at $1,700,000. He left no will and 
half of that amount will go to his widow.

AN ENORMOUS AMOUNT MARKETED 


And the Fields Are Still White—Corn and 
Bay Crops Also Very Fine—Sketch 
of the Late Judge Brooks. 


Montgomery, Ala.; October 23.—(Special.) 
The cotton market at the metropotis of the 
black belt is still feverish in vaiues and 
its tendency is not encouraging. An enor- 
mous amount of cotton has been market- 
ed here already this season, but it is ex- 
pected that the’ receipts wil! fall off some- 
what from this on. Less than 5 cents for 
middlings has set the farmers to thinking 
and their pressing wants having, as a rule, 
been supplied by the returns from what 
they have already sold, they are beginning 
to hold back just a little. In fact, many 
@ wagon load of the fleecy staple which 
has been brought here from the surround- 
ing country has been carted back home 
rather than be sold at starvation prices. 

Since September, 68,08 bales have beeh 
wold here, as against 51,397 bales for the 
Same period last year. Last weck’s ship- 
ments amounted to 8,357 bales, as against 
5,768 bales for the same week in 1893. 

Spot cotton is quoted here at 4 15-16 cents. 
For the same date last year the price was 
72-5 to 7% cents. The present price is 
lower than cotton has been since 1843, when 
the price went down to within a fraction 
of 3 cents. 

The fields in the black belt are still 
white and much yet to be picked and 
brought to the market. The receipts last 
year at this market were 131,325 bales. This 
year, if, the weather for guthering contin- 
ues favorable, they are estimated at from 
150,000 to 175,000. The corn and hay crop 
is fine and cattle, hogs and poultry have 
been raised in larger quantities in the cot- 
ton belt this year than ever before. Cot- 
ton seed is declining at something over 
$8 per ton. The cotton crop has been made 
at less expense this year than ever be- 
fore, as the hard times of last year led 
the merchants to reduce the farmers’ lines 
of credit and strict economy was therefore 
practiced, 

Qne of Alabama’s Biggest Men.

Judge William McLinn Brooks, who drop- 
ped dead at his supper table in Birming- 
ham Friday, was one of the ablest and 
most prominent men Alabama ever pro- 
duced.

He was also a delegate to the Charleston 
convention in 1860. 

In (Brewer's “Alabama,” published in 
1874, may be found the fo.-owing sketch of 
Judge Brooks: 

“He was born in Sumter district, South 
Carolina, in November, 1815. His parents 
were Virginians, the father, a planter. 
While the son was at Columbia college his 
parents came to tnis state, 1 1833, and set- 
t‘ed in Marengo county. A month after- 
ward the father died, and young Brooks 
was called from his studies to take charge 
of the estate, and to provide tor a widowed 
mother and seven daughters. Notwith- 
atanding these obstacles he read law, and 
was licensed in 1837. His first effort at 
the bar was a wretched failure, and au- 
gured ill for the brilliant record he has 
since made. He remained in Linden until 
1851, associated at one tim with Judge 
Byrd. In 1840 he was elected Gistrict solic- 
itor, was re-elected in 1844, and resigned 
in 1846. Removing to Moone, he was &As- 
sociated with Hon. A. R. Manning. Two 

ears later he came to Marion. Governor 
Winston a inted him to «he circuit bench 

to fill) the vacancy caused by Hon. 
A. B. Moore's resignation, avid the ensuing 
spring he was elected by the people for a 
full Biren. Resigning !n July, he formed 

a partnership with Hon. 1. Garrott. 
In 1860 Judge Brooks was elected to the 
constitutional convention, and was chosen 
to preside over that very ame body. WDur- 
ing the war he was chairman of a commit- 
tee which for two years pruvided for the 
sustenanee of soldiers’ families. Toward 
the close of the war he was for nine 
months colonel of a regiment of reserve 
troops. Since that period he has practiced 
his profession profitably, having resided at 
Belma since 1866."

Mr. Spencer was asked if anything had 
been done by the Southern, looking to the 
construction of a new depot in Atlanta. 

“Nothing yet,’’ said. he. ‘“‘The matter is 
in such shape as makes it totally tmpracti- 
cable for us to take it up for the present.”’ 

‘What about the projected fiachine shops 
in this city?’ was asked. 


“Work has already been commenced on 


the new shops here, and will be carried on 
as rapidly as possible,"’ he replied. 

Mr. Spencer left his car at the depot and 
went to the Aragon hotel, where he will 
stop while in Atlanta. He will spend sever- 
al days here, looking after some business 
for the Southern with resp®ct to local ma- 
nipulations and represent his lines at the 
meeting of the executive board of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Assocla- 
tion. 


Meeting of the Executive Board. 

The executive board of the Southern Ralil- 
way and Steamship Association is compos- 
ed of all the presidents of the roads that 
have membership in the association. 

The board is the next highest tribunal in 
the association. The rate committee fixes 
rates, the executive board passes on the 
rates and settles all matters that may have 
been left in dispute, and the board.of ar- 
bitration, which is the highest power in 
the association, passes on all questions that 
may not have been settled by the executive 
board. 

The rate committee of the association 
held a meeting last week in this city and 
handled about two hundred questions... This 
week the executive board meets and takes 
up such questions as may not’ have: been 
satisfactorily adjusted. 

All of the leading lines of railroads in the 
south will be represented at the meeting 
which begins today. Mr. Spencer, of the 
Southern; Mr, Milton H. Smith, of the Lou- 
isville and Nashville; Colonel J. W. Thom- 
as, Of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
*Louis, and all of the other presidents of the 
lines, holding membership in the associa- 
tion, will be at the meeting. 

The session will be called to order fn the 
rooms of the commissioner of fhe Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, in the 
Equitable building, this morning. 

New Schedule to Florida. 

The western system of the Southern rail- 
way has framed its schedule for the Flor- 
ida special train this season, and it will 
take effect on the 4th of November. 

The schedule will give Atlanta the bene- 
fit of a special through train to Ja¢kson- 
ville. It will leave Atlanta at an early 
hour in the morning, and will arrive in 
Jacksonville by 1 or 2 o’clock the same day. 

The train will run through from Cincin- 
nati to accommodate the business from the 
west to Florida.

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Money and Prices. 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
resurrects a long article written for 
that paper during the greenback discus- 


rency in circulation has vio éffect’ oh 
prices. We have read the article with 
some care. it is painfully elaborate, 
and wonderfully inconclusive. 

According to the writer of the arti- 
cle in question there is nothing to prove 
the contention but a series of coinci- 
dences. He admits that prices grad- 
ually rose after the discovery of gold 
in California, but he says that it was 
a mere incident. An imcident! The 
discovery of gold was an accident, 
but the fact that it was an 
accident did not lessen its importance. 
The rise of prices that gradually fol- 
lowed placed the world on a very high 
plane of prosperity—a very happy and } 
fortunate incident indeed. 

The author of the article which The 
Journal of Commerce republishes was 
writing for a newspaper. He was try- 
ing to tickle the class on which the pat- 
ronage of his paper depends, and he 
found it profitable to ignore the simplest 
axioms of political economy as well as 
the broad facts of history. He was 
writing for “the hour that perishes,” 
and probably had no idea that his. 
curious argument against the truth 
would be advertised anew. : 

The article was written in 1879 and 
the author complacently announces that, 
as the increased supplies of the precious 
metals had not caused a rise in prices 
in the ratio predicted by Chevalier, the 
argument that prices depend on the vol- 
ume of money must, therefore, fall to

coveries in California began to make 
their influence felt on values and prices, 
there was a movement among the bank- 
ers and bondholders of Europe to de- 
monetize gold.

There was but one thing 
that- prevented hasty legislation by 
what may fairly be termed the selfish 
ruling classes of Europe, and that was 
the fact that bimetallism in France pre- 
vented the value of gold from falling 
below the bimetallic level, which was 
the level of justice and prosperity. 
The present editor of The Journal of 
Commerce-tither knows that prices de- 
pend on the volume of circulation, or a 
recent statement that he makes is with- 
out meaning.

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‘Judge Walter Clark, of North Carolina, 
in an elaborate article, advising farmers 
in the Carolinas to abandon cotton for 
more profitatile crops, says:

cotton plant lives eight years and produces 
two crops a year. Production ‘there has 
heretofore been small, owing to lack of rail- 
roads and reliable labor. This is being 
remedied. To compete with a country 
which can produce sixteen crops of cotton 
from one planting is like using a muzzle 
loader against a sixteen-shooter. Besides, 
all countries south of us, irrespective of 
fertility, and no matter how rich we shall 
make our lands, have the advantage of us 
in the length of season. ‘We cannot over- 
come the disadvantages of our short sea- 
sons for cotten. In North Carolina it is 
doomed, sooner or later, to disappear as a 
market crop, We can substitute many 
things. Grass is very profitable if the 
land is made rich enough, because it takes 
so little labor. Two weeks out of fifty-two 
—one week in June to mow and one week 
later to bale up—is enough, while cotton or 
tobacco requires the year round. The field 
pea offers the advantage of abundant for- 
age, a steady improver of our lands; a 
good fattener for cattle and hogs, and @ 
crep to ship north. The drawback in the 
expense of harvesting and preparing for 
market should be overcome. The south 
will reward with wealth and honor the 
men who will furnish the harvester and 
thresher that will ‘enable us to increase ten- 
fold this crop. 

But there are experienced farmers in 
North Carolina who de not agree with 
Judge Clark. They claim that the in- 
creasing demand for cotton seed will 
raise its price, and that in the near 
future this new source of revenue will 
make it profitable to raise cotton at 5 
cents a pound. The prediction is even 
made that with the better and more 
scientific cultivation of cotton the seed 
alone will pay the whole cost of pro- 
duction. 

The Mexiean and perennial cotton 
plants of the tropics, spoken of by 
Judge Clark, produce a fiber which de- 
teriorates with each season, growing 
shorter and weaker each year, while our 
annual lint is always long and fine. It 
is the young plant that produces the 
elastic fiber from which is spun the 
thread of which lace and finer goods 
are made, and that is the kind of ecot- 
ton wanted by the manufacturers of 
such goods. Perhaps the cotton acreage 
in the Carolinas may be reduced, but 
the culture of the staple as a leading 
crop is not likely to be abandoned. 

*The markets in Asia will demand 
more raw and manufactured cotton 
every year, and the greater portion must 
come from this country. Another point 
is worth considering. If ‘the south 
pushes her eotton mill industry she will 
before many years manufacture her en- 
tire cotton crop and sell her fabri¢s t6’ 
Europe and Asia. Under such condi- 
tions cotton will rise in price because 
England and other foreign powers will 
no longer be able to control the mar- 
kets. Our mill men will be able to pay 
good prices for the raw material and 
make a good profit on their manufac- 


tured goods. 
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Statehood a Remedy for Lawlessness. 

The St. Louis Republic does not be- 
lieve that the existing lawlessness in 
the Indian Territory can be suppressed 
by federal troops. 

Our contemporary syggests that the 
better .plan would be ne incorporate the 
Indian Territory with\ Oklahoma, and 
admit them as one state. Then popu- 
lation and capital would rush in, and 
the inhabitants would-soon suppress 
lawlessness and establish order. 

The suggestion is a good one. So 
long as Oklahoma and the Indian Terri- 
tory remain under a territorial govern- 
ment there will be frequent outbreaks 
of lawlessness, and capital and enter- 
prise will refuse to go,there. The em- 
ployment of federal troops to preserve 
order would be expensive and it would 
not accomplish the desired resuiff. 

Statehood is the best remedy. When 
these lawless territories are made a 
state the authorities of the new com- 
munity will maintain peace and enforce 
the law because the new settlers will 
combine with the good people of the 
state and demand the suppression of 
the outlaw element at any cost. 

The fact that many of the inhabitants 
are Indians is no obstacle. The nations 
In ‘the Indian Territory are civilized, 
fairly well educated, and in the main 
they are as good citizens as their white 
neighbors. 

Statehood will work more satisfactori- 
ly than martial law and federal troops.

A Suggestion. 

The New Orleans Picayune agrees 
with several English statisticians that 
the present cotton crop is greatly over- 
estimated.

this low figure they will not have much 
money to spend this fall and -winter, 
and every interest in the south will 
suffer. : 

The Picayune believes that it is possi- 
ble to make the market take an upward 
tendency. It says: 


The. real remedy for the existing de- 
pression lies in the hands of the farmers 
themselves, If the producers would make 
up their minds to moderate their shipments 
and hold back their cotton for a brief pe- 
riod, the market would promptly recover. 
The ;buyers in the interior woyld at once 
be compelled to reduce their daily offer- 
ings to Liverpool, and, as a result, for- 
eign markets would promptly strengthen, 
being relieved from the daily avalanche 
of American offerings. Cotton is now being 
sold at a loss, hence nothing can be sacri- 
ficed by helding back for a little while; 
whereas, once the market has been started 
on the up grade, the improvement would 
be considerable, and the balance of the 
crop would -be marketed at a materially 
higher range of values. ;

Electricity and Steam. 

Will electricity displace steam power 
on railways? 

Those who answer this question in 
‘the affirmative regard two illustrations 
of the distances that can be traveled 
by electric roads as very significant, One 
example is a trip from Evanston, four- 
teen miles on the north of Chicago, by 
electric, cable and horse cars, to the 
end of a line twenty-three miles south 
of the center of the city, a ‘total of 
thirty-seven and one-half miles, in four 
hours, at a cost of 45 cents. Another 
is a trip which two young’ women took 
about Boston on various lines, a total 
of ninety-one and three-quarter miles, in 
eight and three-quarter hours, at a cost 
of $1.68. A shorter trip in the same 
vicinity is from Scollay square in Bos- 
ton to Old Marblehead and back, a dis- 
tance of: forty-two miles, for 35 cents. 
In Pittsburg the most that is yet effect- 
ed is a trip from Bellevue to Brinton, 
a distance of about eighteen miles, for 
25 cents. 

But this needs.a word or two of qual- 
ification. ‘In the Boston trip thirty 
miles were made by steam cars, and it 
seems that while sixty-one and three- 
quarter miles by electricity occupied 
seven hours and twenty-five minutes, 
the thirty miles by steam took only one 
hour and twenty minutes. In Chicago 
the thirty-seven and one-half miles 
traveled in four hours could be traveled 
by accommodation trains in about an 
hour and three-quarters, and by express 


trains in much less time. 


Of course it requires less capital to 
build electric railways than to build 
steam railways, and this makes cheaper 
fares possible on the former, but it is 
also plain that the same speed is not 
obtainable on ‘such fines. Electricity 
can equal the speed of steam cars, but 
it would require tracks separated from 
the streets and as solidly built as the 
steam roads. There can be no competi- 
tion between the two systems except 
for short distances, because a steam 
road will carry ‘a passenger sixteen 
miles while an electric car is carrying 
him only six miles. 

With a solid road bed and tracks it 
is still a question whether electricity 
would be @leaper than steam. Would 
the saving in dead weight by electricity 
exceed the loss in power in conversion 
and transmission? Electrical advocates 
assert that it would, but a practical test 
is needed, and it will be had in a few 
months, when electrical motors com- 
mence pulling passengers and freight 
out of Pittsburg. 
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Not in the Field.

Judge Emmet Field rendered a decision 
in Louisville, Ky., on Monday which will 
furnish a precedent for the Kentucky courts 
in actions for damages against the Pullman 
Palace Company in conjunction with the 
roads on which those cars are used. In 
substance, the court held that the Pullman 
company was not a common carrier, and 
was not, therefore, responsible for any in- 
juries that might be sustained in a wreck 
by passengers on its cars. The point was 
made in the case of Lu vs. the Pullman 
company and a railway company for §10,- 
000 damages. The plaintiff, a preacher, 
several months ago bought berths on a 
Pullman car, and while on the car bidding 
his family goodby the train started. The 
Pullman conductor told him to stay aboard 
and that he could get off at the Fourteenth 
street depot. At Fourteenth street the 
train did not stop, however, and the Pull- 
man porter advised him to jump off, as 
it was his last chance. He did so, and sus- 
tained a broken kneecap. In his action for 
damages the Pullman company was made 
the codefendant. Judge Field dismissed 
the action as to it, upon the ground that 
it was not a common carrier, and that it 
had nothing whatever to do with the run- 
ning or the management of the train. 


A project is now on foot to build a tun- 
nel under New York bay from Jersey City 
to Brooklyn. It is to connect the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad with the Long Island rail- 
road, and form a link from this country tae 
Europe by a new steamship line from the 
eastern end of Long island to England. 
The Brooklyn council has been asked for 
a franchise to tunnel from the shores of 
the East river to Flatbush and Atlantic 
avenues. The tunnel is to be not less than 
fifty feet below the surface, so that build- 
ings will be undisturbed. There are a 
good many important buildings along the 
line of the proposed subway. The Hotel 
St. George, the city hall, the-courthouse 
and hall of records, and all the Fulton street 
big dry goods houses stand partly over the 
proposed route.

He did wrong when he ventured to rebuke 
Jesus for saying that he must go up to Je- 
rusalem and be put to death. But with all 
of his indiscreetness and rashness, Christ 
preferred him to men who, though more 
cautious and prudent than he, were less 
candid and transparent. He wanted for His 
most conspicuous standard-hearer a man 
whose motives were always visible, and 
who could always be relied upon to say 
just what he believed and felt, and nothing 
more. 

“2. Another thing that endeared him to 
our Lord was the promptness with which 
he obeyed every conviction, and seized ev- 
ery opportunity to serve the cause of truth 


The man who will 
speak the truth where it is despised and 
when he Knows that his fidelity will be 
punished with social and religious ostra- 
cism, bonds, imprisonments, stripes and 
death, is not a coward. 

‘‘Peter’s courage sometimes degenerated 
inte rashness.

“Paul Says we are built ‘on the foun- 
dation of the apostles, Jésus Christ Him- 
self being the chief corner stone.’

He 
did this for two reasons. First, because 
Peter was the first disciple to declare the 
true conception of Hig messianic charac- 
ter; and secondly because Peter, more than 
any other disciple, possessed those quali- 
ties which were needed to advance the tri- 
umphs of the gospel.

When the mob came into the 
garden to arrest the Master, his first’ im- 
pulse was to defend Him, and without tak- 
ing time to confer with any one, or to 
forecast the consequences of the act, he 
drew his sword and severed a man’s ear 
from his head. This was a serious mis- 
take, and he was severely rebuked for it. 
But notwithstanding his hasty t-mper, 
which rendered him liable to commit such 
hurtful blunders, he had the qualities of a 
great leader, and to the mind of our Lord 
he was better suited than any other disciple 
to guide the little band in pioneering the 
cause of the new religion.

inevitably follow. They are not, however, 
tendencies which operate to the degrada- 
tion of the player so much as the weaken- 
ing of the amateur spirit which is so es- 
sential in football. 

The most dispassionate and logical review 
of the Rugby game and the corruptions 
which have entered of late years is that 
prepared by Mr. Whitney for a recent num- 
ber of Harper’s Weekly. It is true that 
this able.critic of athletics indulged in 
improbable microscopic exactions on some 
subjects; in several instances giving out 
the impression that he was on his head 
rather than on‘his feet. On the whole, 
however, it cannot be denied that there is 
not a very serious lesson contained in 
Mr. Whitney’s review. 

In the first place temperance is the one 
thing to be strictly followed by an athletic 
association in the selection, formation and 
development of a football team, as the ten- 
dency to run into all manner of excesses 
seems to be very strong. Excessiv7e train- 
ing, conducted on the present system of 
the lavish expenditure of money, combined 
with the unpardonable indifference of the 
college. faculty,- is well calculated in the 
end to corrupt the game with myriads of 
evils. The struggle for athletic supremacy 
has become so great that the leading teams 
are placed in training long before the col- 
lege year opens, and for weeks ‘prospective 
teams are kept at watering places at enor- 
mous expense. Much greater is the folly 
of such a course when the records clearly 
prove that scarcely any advantages are to 
be derived from this ante-season training. 
This lavish squandering of money on the 
men has swelled to such proportions that 
it is now estimated that the cost of main- 
taining a football team for the two months 
during which time the game is played, 
has reached the enormous sum of $260 a 
day. This extravagance has proportionate- 
ly increased the gate charges from 50 cents 
and $1 to the outrageous sum of $2 and $2.50. 
If this struggle after big gate receipts is 
not given its proper subordinate place foot- 
ball will in a very short time become a 
money-making game; in plainer words a 
professional sport. 


The Auburn men have a great many ob- 
stacles to contend with, but chief among 
these is a military discipline and a faculty 
predisposed to discourage athletics on gen- 
eral principles which belong to ages past. 
In justice to the faculty it may be said 
that opposition along this line is rapidly 
subsiding, with indications of an equal 
freedom with other colleges in the near 
future. In the majn these difficulties act 
as a stimulus upon the athletic contingent 
at Auburn, which at present is unusually 
active in developing a-strong team for this 
season. In the selection of their coaches 
the different managers of the Auburn teams 
have shown probably more judgment than 
any of their rivals in the south. They 
have had Harvey, of Cornell, Balliet, of 
Princeton, and now the famous Hall is 
giving his undivided attention to the in- 
struction of the men. As is well known, 
Hall is a line man, and for this reason he 
will likely develop the strongest line Au- 
burn has ever had. 

Brown, the captain of the team, has been 
there as guard for three years, and has 
been coached by some of the best football 
men in the country. Brown is a well- 


_ trained player, and has 200 pounds to back 
~~ bis skill, which,- combined, causes the Au- 


burn men to boast of) him as the best 
guard jin the south. 

Riggs, on right end, has played in his 
position for four seasons with equally good 
coaching. He weighs 158 pounds, is ah ag- 
gressive player and a sure tackler. The 
men who saunter around his end invariably 
prove easy fruit and are never fond of the 
task. Brown and Riggs are, in all proba- 
bility, the stars, but close on. their heels 
come several more of last season’s team. 
Only four of the old players failed to re- 
turn this season; so Auburn found herself 
in better shape on the opening of the col- 
lege than any other of the southern teams, 
with the exception of’ Virginian and Van- 
Gerbilt, both of. which were equally fortu- 
mate in this respect.

At first the challenges ex- 
changed between Sewanee tand -Auburn 
savored very much of the sham of the 
modern duel challenge, but in justice to 
both institutions it seems to be the result 
of a misunderstanding on the part of the 
managers. {It was ‘understood between 
Manager Hall, of Sewaneé, and Manager 
Riggs, of Auburn, that November 3d was 
the most. convenient date for both parties, 
but nothing was definitely settled.

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solicitor L. W. Thomas Does Not Seek 


to Be Reappointed, 


HE IS INTERVIEWED ON THE SITUATION 


And Says That a New Jail Is Needea 
and theiCity Hall and Courthouse 
Ought to Be Combined. : 


Mr. Lewis W. Thomas will not be a can. 
didate for reappointment to the office which 
he now holds as the solicitor of the city 
court. 

This announcement comes direct from Mr. 
Thomas, It will be received with regret by 
the many friends of the solicitor who have 
entertained the hope that he would permit 
his neme to go before the governor in 
connection with the high office which he 
has filled with such ability, His decision, 
however, is final and after the expiration 
of tis term he will enter into the active 
practice of his profession. 

Solicitor Themas Interviewed. 

A reporter for The Constitution called to 
see Mr. Thoinas yesterday afternoon. At 
the head of the stairs leading up from 
No. 57% East Hunter street, the courtroom 
and chambers of Judge Westmoreland are 
found to the right and the ‘oflices of the 
solicitor of the criminal egurt to the left.. 
As the reporter walked into thce8e welt 
appointed and well furnished rooms of the 
solicitor, the latter was busy at his desk 
drawing up indictments and preparing the 
business for the November term. 

‘This court ts different from what it 
used to be,” said Mr. Thomas. ‘‘When there 
vere only four terms at which misdemean- 
or criminals could be tried—a term every 
three months. Now we have twelve terms 
—each calendar month being a term. Be- 
sides this the court is open every day to 
receive pleas. This court relieves the coun- 
ty of a great expense in the.way of jail 
fees, as all parties are speedily tried. To 
day we are up with all bond cases and all 
jail cases, 

“This court makes and keeps up the coun- 


ty chaingang, which averages, I expect, 
300 convicts. Nearly all of the roads in the 


county have been made and are Kept up by | 


this chaingang.”’ , 

“What do you think of the judicial sys- 
tem of the county?’ : : 

“The criminal business, in my opinion, 
should be divorced from the civil. No judge 
should be compelled to try civil cases cne 
day and criminal the next. In large cities 
this is not done. There ought to be one 
criminal court for the county, and _ this 
court should try both felonies and misde- 
meanors. It ought to be in session every 
day if necessary, and the judge should be 
paid a salary commensurate with his ta-- 
bors. To have this court would necessitate 
a change in the constitution—at least this, 
has been the opinion of members of past 
legislatures who have looked into it: 

Improvements Needed. 

“Then again we need a large and better 
courthouse and jail. The accommodations 
are inadequate. The jail is a public dis- 
grace. I never go there if I can help it. 
When I do I lose my appetite for days to 
come. What the county end city ought 
to do is to build a courthouse and city hall 
together, so that when a busy man has to 
go to either he can attend to both county 
and city business in one building. It will 
save thim time and money. Besides, they 
can buld a much finer and more. use- 
ful building by combining than if they built 
separately. 

‘The time is very opportune now for this 
to be done, because the city has no city 
hall, but has to rent, and the county will 
be compelled to take some action before 
a@ great while looking to better court ac- 
cemmodations. The thing to do, it strikes 
me, is for the county and city to buy some 
good sguare—the whole of it—sc that the 
building could be surrounded by streets 
on every side and build a handsome build- 
ing. They can dothis cheaper and get 
a better building than if they built separate- 
ly. Take Philadelphia. You can’t find a 
handsomer public building anywhere than 
this one, and it is a joint building, sur- 
rounded by streets on each side. A build- 
ing of this kind should be so arranged that 
& prison van could be driven inside, 
so that prisoners could be brought back ard 
forth without being gazed on by the public. 
This is one thing that ought to be looked 
after in our county—that is taking 
prisoners back and forth from jail to the 
courtroom. We ought to ‘have a prison 
van and not march them through the 
streets.”’ 

“What about a reformatory?’’ 

“It is one of the crying needs of the 
state. The friends of the movement hope 
to have passed a bill establishing a re- 
formatory or home of correction for juve- 
nile offenders under fifteen years. 1 am 
too full of the subject to attempt to give 
you my views on it, because-it wouid take 
too long and take too much space.” 

Not in the Field. 

“When ‘does your term of office as so- 
licitor expire?” 

“On February, 23, 1896. The custom seerfis 
to be, however, to appoint the successor to 
this office a long time ahead. I don’t know 
why, unless aspirants are afraid that it 
‘won’t kéep,’ it being the impression with 

‘them that it is a good thing. Governor 
Northen appointed me a long time ahead 
because then there were only biennial sés- 
sions of the legislature, and he wanted his 
appointees confirmed by the then senate. 
This necessity does not now exist, as we 
have annual sessions.”’ 

“Do you intend to apply for reappoint- 
ment under Governor Atkinsoh?’’ 

“No. I do not.” — 

What His Friends Say. 

One of the leading members of the At- 
lanta bar, speaking of Mr. Thomas's re- 
fusal to become a candidate for the office of 
solicitor of the city court, said: 

‘‘Ag an officer Mr. Thomas has been dili- 
gent, faithful and impartial. Without abus- 
ing the offender he has prosecuted the of- 
fense ‘without regard to the person accus- 
ed. The highest and the lowest have re- 
ceived equal treatment at his hands, and 
the state has been well represented in hav- 
ing its laws fearlessly enforved against evil 
doers. His administration has been charac- 
terized by uniform courtesy to the bar, and 
by such an adjustment of the business of 
the court that they could be accommodated 
without impairment of the court’s business. 

“Should Mr. Thomag desire the office 
again, he would obtain the endorsement of 
the bar. Hé has already received the ap 
proval which a faithful discharge of duty 
always exacts from lawyers.. Probably the 
conduct of Mr. Thomas in refusing to run 
again will generally be regarded as proper 
on his part, as he was one of the most en~- 
thusiasti¢ workers for General Evans, who 
has long been a friend of his family and 
was his pastor for years. It is entirely 
seemly that,in view of this fact, and the fur- 
ther desire on his part to return to the gen- 
eral practice of the law, he should not ap- 
Ply again for the position to a gentleman 
whose election he opposed in behalf of. 
Gereral Evans.”

THE SEIDL FESTIVAL. 


It Will Be the Great Musical Event of 
the Year. 

The Seidl festival will mark an era in 
the musical development of Atlanta. The 
belief that all good music is a bore to 
everybody except tne educated musician, 
—known to the masses as the ‘musical 


crank’’—is a hallucination that cannot 
stand before a proper represen- 
tation from the other side. That 
good music needs only to be 


‘heard to be appreciated is a fact already 


sufficiently established by the musical 
history of every community, which has 
progressed far enough to have a history. 

Atianta lacks only the opportunity to 
add her deposition to the evidence, and that 
opportunity will be provided in the Seid! or- 
chestra which comes early in April. The 
plan of the festival includes solos and 
choruses from Wagnerian drama to be 
given with the assistance of some of the 
most celebrated soloist of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera Company and a local chorus of 
one hundred, which is to be trained by Mr. 
and Mrs. A. M. Burbank, these to be support- 
ed by an orchestra of adequate strength, 
under the directorship of one of the finest 
conductors to be found either in this coun- 
try or Europe.

It was in 1882, at the death of Mr. Dam- 
rosch, that he was summoned to the Met- 
ropolitan opera house, New York, where he 
began the work of establishing German 
opera upon a solid basis. His work there 
speaks for itself, and is sufficient evidence 
that no more competent person could be se- 
lected to carry the war into Philistia. 

The organization and training of the cho- 
rus to take part in the festival is decidedly 
a step in the right direction. Aside from 
tre fact that it will bring within the scope

ENCOURAGING SPEECHES WERE MADE 


The New Home of the. Reilroad Branch Is 
Beautifully Fitted Up—Talk of 
the Leading Members. 


A striking illustration of the disposition 
of the railroad men of our times to self im- 
provement’ was witnessed at the opening 
exercises of the new rooms of the railroad 
department of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. 

The reputation which railroad men bore 
twenty or more years ago for general wick- 
edness is rapidly béing wiped out. Today 
eur railroad men are reaching out for 
those things which tend to the building 
up of character and higher intelligence, 
and their moral standing will compare fa- 
vorably with that of any other class of 
men. 

Mr. John W. Humphries, chief conductor 
of the Order of Railway Conductors, in the 
course of his remarks said: “This organiza- 
tion is of great value to the railroad man 
and to the railroad companies as well).. It 
makes better husbands, better fathers, bet- 
ter gons and better railroad men. There 
is nothing of which a railreagqd man should 
be prouder than of this institution. Until 
this organization was planted there was no 
place where a railroad man could spend his 
thne. except in places where all the in- 
fluences were evil. The railroad men of At- 
lanta ought to be proud to aid in sustain- 
ihg this institution.” 

Mr. H. O. Teat, fireman on the Western 
and Atlantic road, said: “If there is any 
class of railroad men that enjoys a good 
bath after a long run it is the firemen, 
and this is the place to find good, clean 
bathing facilities and plenty of hot water, 
Soap and towels. Good baths make better 
men.’”’ 

Conductor J.C. Wages, of the Georgia 
road, spoke of entertainments and bore 
witness to the elevating influences of the 
entertainments provided by the railroad 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 

Mr. C. W. Legerton, conductor on the 
Southern railway, spoke of the benefits 
of the reading room. He said all the best 
railroad periodicals are to be foung in the 
room and a railroad man can keep him- 
self well informed as to progress in rail- 
road appliances. The man who reads is the 
best man-for the company, and is the man 
who géts to the front. 

Mr. J. H. Latimer spoke of the excellent 
work of the Ladies’ Auxiliary, composed of 
the lady members of the railroad men’s 
families. ' 

Mr. M. H. Mahan spoke of the railroad 
Young Men’s Christian Assotiation as 4 
place of resort as opposed to the other 
places of resort. He pointed to the many 
evil places of the city and then to the 
beautiful home provided by the asseciation. 

Mr. J. E. Jackson, a switchman on the 
Central road, said: ‘“‘A railroad man is ben- 
efited every way by the association. I find 
myself helped financially, because instead of 
being on the streets and squandering my 
money I spend my time at the rooms. I am 
helped morally because I am brought in 
contact with good men. I am benefited 
physically by the baths, and intellectually 
by the good books and papers.” 

Mr. Hicks, international secretary, said 
he had just come to Atlanta from a tour 
of the Southern railway, which he and his 
brother were making at the request of Vice 
President Baldwin, investigating as to the 
practicability of starting this work at di- 
visional points on this system. He said 
that at every point visited he heard good 
reports of the Atlanta work. Atlanta ia’ 
setting th® pace for this work throughout 
the whole south. 

The meeting from beginning to end was 
full of life and interest and Clearly showed 
that the railroad men of Atlanta are in 
full sympathy and mean to sustain the 
association. 

Mr. C. W. Eddins, of the railway mail 
service, presented a report from the enter- 
tainment committee, showing that a good 
work had been done on that line. 

Captain R. P. Dodge, yardmaster of the 
Georgia road, had an interesting report 
from the membership committee, and Mr. 
W. H. Burton, foreman painter at the 
Southern railway shops, reported on the re- 
ligious work. The promptness with which 
all these men responded and the conciseness 
with which everything was presented 
showed that the whole work is well organ: 
ized.

He has been in the ministry for only 
four years and the story of his conversion 
and subsequent adventures is one of the 
most thrilling ever narrated. 

Story of His Life, 

In view of his approaching visit to this 
City an account of his conversion, which 

occurred in 1889, will be interesting. 

~ The young missionary—for he is stiN un- 
der thirty—was born in 1865 in the city of 
Warsaw. His father, who is still living, is 
@ wealthy merchant of Poland and his 
mother a member of one of the leading rab- 
binical families of Europe. He was edu- 
cated for the priesthood and his early life 
“was devoted to study and preparation. 

After finishing his studies he married a 
rich Jewess, the daughter of a banker and 
property owner in Poland, and lived in the 
enjoyment of every comfort. He began to 
preach in the synagogue, adjacent to the 
residence of his father-in-law, but grave 
doubts overshadowed his mind and his 

a» heart was not in his ministry. Wile on a 
~wisit to Breslau, several miles from his na- 
tive city, he decided to enter a Christian 
church and hear what they had to say 
“bout the Messiah. It was announced on 
“a placard in front of the door that Rev. 
niel Edward, the Scotch missionary to 

the Jews, would preach. 

The young Hebrew was deeply affected by 
_the sermon and after the close of the ser- 
vice he held a lengthy conversation with 
_ the aged missionary. For nearly three 
;hhours they discussed the doctrines of 
» Christianity, but the young Hebrew was 

firmly convinced that he would never em- 
brace the Christian religion. He began to 
read the New Testament, however, and 
continued to visit Dr. Edward, refusing to 

, return to Warsaw. Finally, on the 6th of 
October, 1889, he accepted the new faith 
and was baptized.

Soha Carr and Bailey Will Also Be 
Brought Up tor Trial—The Young 
Floridian Still Remains in Jail. 


This morning, for the first time in two 
’ months, the doors of Fulton county jail = 
be thrown open to Alex Carr. 

With John Carr, his brother, and Railes, 
charged with being accessory, he will be 
led to the courtroom to be tried for his life. 

In appearance Alex Carr will resemble 
the wildest lunatic. He will gaze around 
with a vacant look and he will take not the 
slightest notice of the crowd. The most 
stirring scenes will not change the rigid 
expression of his pallid countenance, He 
will sit there and rub his hands together 
and sway backward and forth in his chair 
just as he has been doing for the last six 
weeks in the dingy little jail.cell. Balley 
will seem rather cheerful and hopeful. John 
Carr will wear a confident air. 

There is no doubt whatever but a si of 
lunacy will be entered for Alex Carr, and 
that it will be strongly fougft. 

Saturday afternoon he was closeted for 
consultation with his attorney, Mr, Rube 
Arnold; that is, he was called into a room 
in the front part of the jail with his broth- 
er, where they remained for half an hour. 
It was necessary for Carr to be led. Some 
one told him to go through the office of 
the jailer to the front room, He glared 
around and pégan to totter in the opposite 
direction, when he was caught and carried 
forward. He was directed back to his cell 
in the game way. 

When the prisoners had gone out, their 
attorney came forth and took his seat on 
the office desk. 

“That fellow’s as crazy as a bedbug,”’ 
sand the lawyer, speaking of Alex Carr. 
“There is no deubt about it in the world. 
He is a true lunatic. I thoroughly believe

Mr. Arnold said that the defense would 
intrcduce startling testimony, “it will be 
scmething unexpected, he said, and we 
will show facts that no one has any idea 
of,”” he added, with a significant smile.’’
